WASHINGTON (TP) — President 
Tru man told the cou ntry today it 
can achieve produ ction of half a 
trillion dollars annu ally within a 
decade—if it b eats a potentially 
seriou s threat of depression after 
this year. 
In his last major message to 
Congress, the annu al economic re­ 
port Tru man pictu red today’s “u n­ 
paralleled prosperity,” high em­ 
ployment, and stab le prices as b e­ 
ing good throu ghou t 1953. Bu t he 
said that thereafter: 
“We may face in the fu tu re, par- 
i 
ticu larly when defense spending 
can safely b e redu ced, more se­ 
riou s tests of ou r ab ility to avoid 
depression than those which have 
occu rred since World War II.” 
Can Be Met 
With “timely and intelligent” 
action, he said, the difficu lties can 
b e met and 10 years from now 
America can b e produ cing goods 
and services at the rate of 475 to 
500 b illion dollars a year, 40 per 
cent ab ove the present level of 345 
b illions. 
Tru man’s 
message 
dwelt 
on 
economic progress since 1929, the 
year of b oom-and-collapse. 
He called for fu rther progress. 
Within 10 years, he said, it is 
feasib le to increase consu mer in­ 
come b y 40 per cent, providing an 
average :*o# a:nc w?* $2,000 for each 
man, weman and child. 
“Ten years from now, a lab or 
force of 70 to 80 million, working 
more effectively with b etter tools 
b u t somewhat fewer hou rs per 
week, 
cou ld 
produ ce 
annu ally 
ab ou t 475 to 500 b illion dollars 
worth of goods and services — 
measu red in today’s prices,” Tru ­ 
man said. 
“This is ab ou t 40 per cent ab ove 
the present level, and represents 
an average increase of slightly 
over 3 per cent a year.” 
Tru man gave these comparative 
figu res: 
National ou tpu t now is 345 b il­ 
lion dollars annu ally, as against 
172 b illions in 1929, measu red in 
dollars of 1952 b u ying power. In­ 
du strial ou tpu t has dou b led and 
farm produ ction risen ab ou t 50 per 
cent. In the same period the work­ 
week has dropped from 45 to 40 
hou rs, b u t the ou tpu t of each 
worker has risen 80 per cent. Av­ 
erage annu al income after taxes 
was $1,000 a person in 1929 and 
last year average $1,500, again 
measu red in 1952 prices.

According to Rod Ashb y, the 
prosecu ting attorney of Mississip­ 
pi Cou nty, Mu rray and his neph­ 
ew, Oake Henley also of Char­ 
leston, were in Foor’s hou se when 
Foor came home. Mu rray su ppos­ 
edly made some improper advanc­ 
es at the Negro’s wife and Foor or­ 
dered Mu rray to leave. When Mu r­ 
ray refu sed to leave then Foor got 
his .22-calib er rifle and shot him 
in the head. This shot kill end Mu r­ 
ray instantly. 
Immediately after the shooting 
Foor went to cou nty au thorities 
and reported the killing. When the 
sheriff of Mississippi Cou nty, F i­ 
nest Scott, arrived the b ody was 
still in the same position as it was 
when Foor left. Mu rder charges 
were filed against him Oct. 20. 
Yesterday the trial which b egan 
at 9 a.m. and did not end u ntil 7 
p.m. last night, was a long drawn 
ou t affair b ecau se of the difficu lty 
in clearing a ju ry. Ashb y said that 
there was mu ch preju dice concern­ 
ing the case in that area and that 
it was not easy to find a ju ry. 
The State presented three wit­ 
nesses at the trial and Foor had 
fou r appear for his defense. This 
case had arou sed the interest of 
Mississippi Cou ntians and a large 
crowd attended the trial.

able to prove it. They do not teach 
communism. Do not make reckless 
charges about the school having 
Communist teachers. There are 
very few Communist teachers. And 
where there are, it is difficult, al­ 
most impossible, to prove it. Don’t 
make loose charges. Remember 
! that the vast majority of teachers 
in your school arc neither Com­ 
munists nor Socialists. Many are 
quite as deceived by this move­ 
ment as you may be. 'Teachers do 
not like to hear their profession 


maligned or their schools traduced. 
Remember that if anything of this 
nature is going on in the school in 
your town, it is done cautiously, 
craftily and by only a few people.

He called for further progress. 
W ithin IO years, he said, it is 
feasible to increase consum er in­ 
come by 40 per cent, providing an 
a v e ra h i«a«a:ne 
$2,000 for each 
m an, woman and child. 
“Ten years from now, a labor 
force of 70 to 80 million, w orking 
m ore effectively with better tools 
but som ew hat few er hours per 
w eek, 
could

And as fhev do, adequate 
medical care for all income groups 
probably will come into being in 
our state. 
Certainly, the fees for some doc­ 
tors will sink to lower levels then. 
But our good doctors — those 
who are really tops — will earn 
even more with less work. They 
will not have to do as much char­ 
ity work. 
After all, a Cadillac is worth 
more than a Mercury. Both are 
good cars, but neither will last 
long nor be at its best by running 
full speed for the endless hours 
most of our doctors work today.

W ater supplies should never be 
located so as to be exposed to con­ 
tam inated surface drainage. C are 
should be taken to locate a w ater 
source uphill and at least 150 feet 
from pit privies or septic tank 
drain fields. The U pshur County

m aintaining w ater supplies so that 
contam ination will not result. 
Proper sewage disposal is an­ 
other im portant step in preventing 
the transm ission of the four dis­ 
case mentioned above as well as 
hookworm and roundw orm infec­ 
tions. The main principles of proper 
sewage disposal are that the ’Hu­ 
m an body* waste m aterial should 
never be allowed to contam inate 
a w ater well, or be accessible to 
infects. Proper sewage disposal 
facilities, such as sanitary pit p ri­ 
vies or septic tanks and tile drain 
fields, would preclude the possi­ 
bility of these diseases. 
G arbage 
disposal 
and 
insect 
control 
are closely 
allied 
w ith 
m any of the diseases m entioned 
above. Careless garbage and refuse 
disposal merely m eans a breeding 
place for flies, mosquitoes, roaches, 
and other insects that may play 
an im portant role in disease tran s­ 
mission. Accepted m ethods of gar­ 
bage disposal include incineration 
Tmd burying. 
T here are many other causes and 
sources of com m unicable diseases 
which are .found on too m any 
farms. W eapons developed by pub­ 
lic health practices can be used 
effectively to create a b arrier be­ 
tw een the disease potential and a 
susceptible person. The health unit. 
is trying to help alleviate the exist­ 
ing unsanitary conditions, but they 
cannot go far unless they receive 
the cooperation of everyone. 
It is up to the rural fam ilies 
concerned to see that their su r­ 
roundings are as clean and sanitary 
as they should be. You can get 
help and advice from the health 
unit, but each person m ust be his 
own enforcem ent agency.
